How  do  European  Powers  feel 
and  think  about  the  dollar?  We  in 
the  United  States  have  the  strong 
opinion  that  what  is  good  for  us 
is  also  good  for  our  allies.  (Con- 
sider France  still  in  the  “Western 
Economic  Sphere”  although  it  has 
its  own  independent  economic 
policy.) 

The  big  problem  the  U.S.  faces 
today  is  how  to  keep  the  dollar 
strong,  so  it  will  not  go  through 
the  same  crisis  as  the  English 
Pound. 

The  dollar  is  still  a world  cur- 
rency. People  all  over  the  world 
trust  the  dollar  as  payment.  They 
are  told  by  the  U.S.  government 
that  35  dollars  equals  one  ounce 
of  gold. 

TRUST  DWINDLES 

Nations,  bankers  and  the  com- 
mon man  in  the  street  believed  in 
the  dollar  as  much  as  in  gold.  But 
trust  in  the  dollar  dwindled  fast, 
as  the  world  noticed  that  the  U.S. 
misused  the  reputation  of  the  dol- 
lar as  the  currency  of  currencies. 
The  dollar  is  overstrained.  We 
wanted  to  accomplish  too  much  at 
once;  solve  the  Vietnam  problem, 
conquer  space  and  invest  in  Euro- 
pean industry. 

All  these  goals  have  had  an  ef- 
fect on  the  balance  of  payment  of 
even  such  a rich  nation  as  the 
U.S. 

The  result  was  and  still  is  that 
more  dollars  leave  the  U.S.  than 
come  in.  This  balance  of  pay- 
ments deficit  puts  pressure  on  the 
U.S.  gold  supply  to  maintain  the 
35  dollar  exchange  rate. 

DE  GAULLE 

The  banker-trained  Prime  Min- 
ister de  Gaulle,  who  received  his 
polish  at  the  renowned  financial 
institute  of  Rothschild,  discovered 


oriented,  that  often  the  aged,  or  I 
should  say  the  growing-old,  feel 
they  are  not  welcome  any  place 
but  in  the  rocking  chair  like 
Whistler’s  Mother.  But  have  you 
forgotten  the  Savior  said  to  en- 
dure to  the  end? 

Personally,  I don’t  intend  to  do 
this  in  a rocking  chair.  I am 
going  to  take  advantage  of  BYU, 
but  I am  not  going  to  barrel! 
around  the  campus  at  the  speed 
you  would  like.  You  might  con- 
sider that  time  flies,  and  it  won’t 
be  long  until  you  also  must  slow 
down;  until  you  also  will  not  see 
so  well,  nor  react  so  quickly,  nor 


very  soon  that  the  United  States 
did  not  keep  its  money  house  in 
order. 

Just  as  a private  customer 
would  not  keep  his  money  with  an 
unreliable  banker,  so  France  de- 
cided not  to  rely  any  more  on  the 
dollar.  General  de  Gaulle  prefers 
gold  rather  than  the  dollar  now. 
Who  can  blame  him? 

But  France  received  an  assist- 
ance from  the  Soviet  Union  in  its 
fight  against  the  dollar.  The  Rus- 
sians sold  gold  for  2.5  billion  dol- 
lars between  1960  and  ’65,  which 
was  one  fourth  of  the  western  gold 
supply.  Since  de  Gaulle  visited 
Moscow  the  supply  of  gold  by  the 
Soviets  on  the  London  Gold  Mark- 
et stopped. 

THE  RESULT 

What  does  this  Gold  Entente  be- 
tween Moscow  and  Paris  mean? 

France  and  the  Soviet  Union 
want  to  create  a scarcity  of  gold 
to  make  it  hard  for  the  U.S.  to 
keep  her  pledge  of  exchanging  35 
dollars  for  one  ounce  of  gold.  This 
will  cause  a distrust  and  conse- 
quently a devaluation  of  the  dollar 
will  occur. 

Russia  is  very  much  interested 
in  a dollar  devaluation  because  it 
means  for  her  greater  buying 
power  in  the  “capitalistic  coun- 
tries.” 

Also  France  prefers  a softer 
dollar.  It  diminishes  the  economic 
power  of  the  U.S.  in  Europe. 

The  conclusion  is  very  clear: 

Let  us  put  our  money  house  in 
order  again.  Don’t  blame  de 
Gaulle  when  he  prefers  gold 
rather  than  dollars  because  we 
do  not  play  the  trustworthy  bank- 
er. 

Nobody  can  attack  our  dollar, 
not  even  “Le  Grande  de  Gaulle” 
if  we  have  a positive  balance  of 
payments.

With  all  undue  comments  and  spontaneous  attacks  being 
flung  at  basketball  officilas  nowadays,  this  scribe  thought 
it  would  be  of  redeeming  value  to  corner  one  of  the  men  in 
black  and  white  striped  shirts  and  get  a reply  on  how  he  feels 
about  his  job. 


ONE  OF  THE  BEST 

Last  Saturday  at  the  BYU-Utah  basketball  game,  Rudy 
j\Iarich,  one  of  the  best  referees  in  the  game,  was  there  to 
officiate.  He’s  a good  looking  guy  and  still  looks  young  al- 
though he’s  been  blowing  whistles  for  19  years. 

Rudy  is  a resident  of  Greeley,  Colo.  He  works  as  a stock 
broker  for  the  New  York  Stock  exchange  in  his  out-of-uni- 
form hours.  But  during  basketball  season  he  travels  the 
country  averaging  60  college  games  a year,  including  the 
NIT  and  AAU  tournaments.  He  has  worked  in  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  and  the  old  Skyline  Conference  for  the 
past  13  years. 

Three  days  prior  to  Saturday’s  game  with  Utah,  Rudy 
was  called  to  officiate  the  New  Mexico-New  Mexico  State 
game  which  ended  72-71  (New  Mexico  won)  and  drew  more 
than  15,000  fans.  To  say  the  least,  he’s  used  to  the  crowds.

Sure  he  can.  Just  like  a ballplayer  can  make  ihistakesi 
and  have  a bad  game,  so  can  the  officials.  He’d  better  not 
have  one  too  often,  though,  or  he’ll  be  out  of  a job.” 

Are  you  aware  that  a coach  is  rating  you  each  game  and  i 
does  a coach  ever  remind  you  of  that?  1 

Coaches  do  a lot  of  funny  things.  Some  of  them  do  say 
things  about  the  way  we  call  the  game,  but  it  doesn’t  bother 
us.  We  try  to  do  a job  for  them  and  we  expect  their  coopera- 
tion. 

Have  you  ever  been  accused  of  favoring  a home  team? 

Homering  a team  doesn’t  exist.  To  me  the  red  and  blue 
teams  are  all  the  same. 

What  is  the  toughest  thing  a new  official  has  to  do  to 
break  into  the  game? 

Probably  the  toughest  thing  is  to  develop  poise  and  com- 
posure, and  be  consistent  throughout  the  game.  Every  call

Perhaps  BYU’s  biggest  home 
basketball  challenge  since  the  for- 
mation of  the  Western  Athletic  Con- 
ference comes  Friday  and  Saturday 
to  the  Cougar  court. 

New  Mexico  and  Wyoming,  the 
cream  of  the  WAC  nationally,  at- 
tempt to  clip  the  20  game  confer- 
ence home  winning  streak  the  Cou- 
gars hold.  The  string  started  in  1964 
after  BYU  dropped  a two-point,  57- 
59,  game  to  New  Mexico. 

For  the  season,  the  Cats  are  8-1 
at  home  and  '2-0  in  conference  play. 


BIG  STAKES 

Nobody  needs  to  remind  the  Cou- 
gars of  the  stakes  in  the  two  week- 
end WAC  games.  It’s  a question  of 
beating  both  clubs  or  kissing  title 
hopes  goodbye. 

New  Mexico  prizes  a 19-1  over- 
all record  and  is  4-1  in  the  WAC. 
BYU,  on  the  other  hand,  holds  an 


11-9  record  and  sits  2-3  in  Confer- 
ence play. 

The  Lobo’s,  however,  have  only 
hit  the  road  twice  in  WAC  action- 
chopping  Arizona  State  but  losing 
to  Arizona.  Contests  against  BYU, 
Utah  and  Wyoming  all  in  enemy 
territory  could  add  to  the  Lobo’s 
loss  column. 


AVENGE  LOSSES 


When  the  Cougars  visited  Albu- 
querque last  month,  they  bowed 
84-69  to  New  Mexico.  The  match 
was  much  closer  but  the  Lobo’s 
ended  on  fire  to  pull  out  the  15 
point  spread. 

BYU’s  Saturday  encounter 
against  Wyoming  sees  the  Cougars 
yearning  to  avenge  an  earlier  11 
point  loss. 

Since  visiting  the  Cowboys  and 


New  Mexico,  the  Cougars  have 
blossomed  soundly,  socking  Texas 
(El  Paso),  Utah  State  and  the  Phil- 
lips 66’ers.  Loyola  of  Chicago  along 
with  Utah  have  slipped  past  BYU 
by  a total  of  four  points. 

At  the  moment,  Coach  Watts  and 


his  staff  are  bent  on  inflating  the 
Cougars’  spirits  after  the  Utah 
skirmish.  BYU  owned  a two-point 
lead  with  seconds  to  go  at  Salt  Lake 
before  the  Utes  ripped  the  nets 
with  a pair  of  field  goals  in  an 
eight  second  Cougar  sinking,  91-89.
